|The Premier of Canada Receives a 
Popular Ovation in His Drive 
Through London to Attend the 
Thanksgiving Services at St. Paul's 
—Signal Recognition Given by the 
Royal Family.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON II.—THIRD QUARTER, 


FOR JULY 9, 1911. 


Text of the Lesson, Isa. lii, 13 to lili, 
12—Memory Verses, liii, 4-6—Gold- 
en Text, Isa, lili, 6—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Behold my servant, my righteous 
servant, lii, 13; liii, 11). This is what 
we must ever and always do in this 
blessed holy week, which is all writ. 
ten by the Holy Spirit and is forever 
settled in Heaven (II Tim. iii, 16; II 
» 21; Ps, cxix 89). Compare Isa. 
xlii 1; Matt. xii, 18; Zech. iii, 8. Hear 
John the Baptist’s ery, “Behold the 
Lamb of God!” and see Him in this 
lesson described as if Isaiah had been 
a real witness of His sufferings, I 
am grateful to some one for calling 
my attention to the fact that these 
last twenty-seven chapters of Isaiah 
are divided into three nines, the first 
two ending with the statement that 
there is no peace to the wicked (xlviii, 
22; Ivii, 21). 

The lesson today is the middle por- 
tion of the second nine, and if we 
take the fifteen verses of our lesson 
as one portion, as we have a right to 
do, then chapter liii, 5, is the middle 
verse. What a great fact this is for 
us to ponder, that the middle verse 
of the middle chapter of the middle 
section of the last twenty-seven chap- 
ters of this great prophecy tells of 
His being wounded for our transgres- 
sions and that with His stripes we 
are healed. Here is the heart of the 
whole Bible and of all history, the 
one topic of conversation on the part 
of Moses and Elijah on the mount of 
transfiguration and the constant re- 
frain of the songs of the redeemed in 
glory (Luke ix, 31; Rev. v, 9). In 

Pet. i, 11, we read that the Spirit of 
Christ in the prophets testified before. 
hand the sufferings of Christ and the 
glory that should follow, and it was 
this very topic that He Himself open- 
ed up in that walk to Emmaus on the 
afternoon of the resurrection day 
(Luke xxiv, 25-27). 

At least ten of our lesson verses tell 
of His sufferings (lii, 14; liii, 2-10); 
the others and parts of these tell of 
His glory. As we read of His marred 
visage and form we see Him before 
Cainuhas and Pilate in the hands of 
His enemies. Other verses tell of His 
lonely life all those thirty years at 
Nazareth, the ill treatment during the 
three years of His public ministry 
and the sufferings of Gethsamane and 
Golgotha. 

This fifty-third chapter may prove 
to be largely Israel's national confes- 
sion after they shall have looked upon 
Him coming in His glory and shall 
have received Him as their Messiah; 
but it is also for our individual a 
propriation now. We can each truth- 
fully suy if we are now His redeemed 
ones. Time was when by me He was 
despised and rejected, and I esteemed 
Him not, yet He bore my griefs and 
carried my sorrows; He was wounded 
for my transgressions, bruised for my 
iniquities, and with His stripes I am 
healed. Like a lost sheep I went 
astray, seeking only my own way, but 
the Lord laid on Him all my iniquity. 

We are not expected to understand 
the mystery of His sufferings, but we 
are expected te believe it all and, 
pleading guilty, receive Him as our 
personal Saviour. Only thus can the 
arm of the Lord be revealed to us, for 
we cannot know His power on our be- 
half except in Christ Jesus by virtue 
of His great sacrifice. 

In verse 9 note the prediction that 
| His body would be laid in a rich 
man’s tomb, although His enemies 
would prepare Him a grave as a male- 
factor, and we know how it all came 
to pass. Not only did He His own 
self bare our sins in His own body 
on the tree, but He also left us an ex- 
ample that we might follow His steps, 
bearing reproach and_ suffering as 
meekly as He did (I Pet. ii, 20-24). 
This we cannot do till we are redeem. 
ed by His precious blood; but then we 
are taught that it is a great privilege 
granted unto us to suffer for His 
sake and to fill up the afflictions 
which are behind for His body’s sake 
(Phil, i, 29; Col. i, 24), 

To be silent before our enemies 
when falsely accused, when cruelly 
wronged and ill treated is a great vic- 
tory and glorifying to God. He suf- 
fered shamefully for our sakes and 
bore it so meekly and patiently. We 
never can be called upon to suffer as 
He did, and yet we are so apt to com- 
Plath when we have the least thing to 
ear that is disagreeable. We certain- 
ly have need of patience (Heb. x, 36; 
Col. i, 11). See in liii, 10, His resur- 
rection from the dead, for in what 
other way could one who died prolong 
his days. See also His future glory in 
lii, 13-15; liii, 10-12, when He shall be 
exalted and extolled and shall startle 


many nations (R. V., margin). He 
shall see the result of all His suf- 
ferings and shall be satisfied. Some 


one has said that while we wait for 
that time we should remember that 
He longs to see of the travail of His 
soul in us now. : 
Since the pleasure of the Lord will 
always prosper in His hand, what can 
be more desired than to be in His 
hand for His pleasure (Jer, xviii, 6; 
Rev. iv, 11), content to be treated as 
He was if only we may glorify Him? 
Note the sayings, “His soul an offer- 
ing for sin’’ and ‘poured out His soul 
unto death” (lili, 10-12), and may His 
love so constrain us that we shall be 
willing to be poured out or cut off or 
suffer in any way for His sake.

wheat from Canada would be to ex- 
port it through their ports and to use 
it for milling purposes, thus benefit- 


ting their own courses of transporta- | 


tion. Prices would not be helped in 
any way, because the United States 
has a surplus production of

“Tn connection with these  statis- 


tics showing the increase in the total 
annual yield of wheat in the United 
States it is most important to note 
the words of Mr. C. L. Olmsted, chief 
of the Bureau of Statistics at Wash- 
ington, who has just recently issued 
the results of a study on the subject 
of population and subsistance. He 
combats the view that agricultural 
production will fail to keep pace with 
the growth of population, and he 
shows that the agriculture of the 
United States, after passing through 
a phase of decadence incident to the 
exploitation of new land, has ob- 
tained a secure footing in the con- 
trary direction toward improvement. 

“The general trend of production 
per acre was a declining one during 
the two decades 1876-1885 and 1886- 
1895, but in the decade 1896-1905 and 
from 1906-1909 the mean production 
per acre has steadily increased. Mr. 
Olmsted shows that the mean produc- 
tion per acre for the 
1906-1909, has increased over the pre- 
ceding ten years as follows :—

INDIA’) BINES FOUND. 


Weston May Have Been Scene of a 


! Great Battle. 


The unearthing of a couple of dozen 
skeletons by workmen excavating for 
ithe foundation of a new Presbyterian 
;Sunday school at Weston, Ont., has 
|@roused considerable speculation on 
the part of those who have made a 
Study of the customs of the early in- 
, habitants of the continent, 

These bones were found buried in 
the form of a circle with all the skulls 
towards the centre, at a depth of lesa 
than tw feet The place of burial waa 
;on @ slight mound a few yards from 
the bank of the Humber, beside the 
old Indian trail connecting Lakes Sim. 
| coe and Ontario. The mystery of the 
silent souvenirs has been deepened 
by the fact that the oldest residents of 
the town of Weston have no recollec- 
tion of human remains having ever 
before been found near the Sunday 
School mound, nor of the use of the 
place as a burial ground at any time 
in the dim past. Furthermore, no 
utensils, weapons, or articles of ap- 
parel or ornamentation were found 
{along with the bones which might 
have assisted in revealing their grim 
secret. 

In the opinion of Dr. R. B. Orr, 
superintendent .f the Provincial Mu- 
seum, who is an admitted authority 
on the history of the earliest inhabit- 
ants of the continent, the bones so 
SBI GE Leet unearthed at Weston are 
unmistukably those of North Americano 
Indians, To state for a certainty to 
which tribe the human possessors of 

the skeletons belonged is, however, 
\ not go easy. 

11 view of the fact that the remaina 
jwe? dis. .vered within that tract of 
country which is known to have been 
{held by the Hurons for centuries, one 
might be led to assume that they re- 
Present buried Indians of Huron or 
| Troquois-Huron stock. This hasty 
/conclusion is shattered, however, by 
the manner of burial of the bodies, 
as evidenced by the strange errange- 
ment in which they lay, when disturb- 
ed by the laborers’ spades. 

The Hurons were quite as particular 
about the disposition of their dead 
underground as the Old World an- 
cients, and seldom, if ever, departed 
from their own conventional “ossu. 
ary’ form of burial. The method was 
briefly as follows: As soon as an Iro- 
quois-Huron died, whether from natur- 
al causes or from the arrow or toma- 
hawk of his enemy, the body was pro- 
cured by his tribesmen and exposed 
in a treetop, or ov un elevated plat- 
form, or in sume such place of safety 
until nothing but the bare skeleton 
remained, These dried skeletons were 
tied up in individual bungles of bones 
with the skulls attached, and laid 
aside pending the great tribal burial 
day. Upon these occasions, which 
came at rare intervals, the braves of 
all the clans of the Huron tribe as- 
sembled with the bones of their dead 
at some elevated spot fixed by the 
chiefs as satisiactory for the final 
resting place. Here # rectangular pit 
was dug to a depth of from four to 
eight feet, frequently in some natural 
clay mound, The bundled bones and 
skulls were piled into this New World 
Golgotha, and carefully covered with a 

rotecting layer of sticks 
ranches, Above this the clay was pil- 
‘ed in and packed down to the level of 
th» surrounding ground, and, to the 
accompaniment ui much feasting, and 
incantation and ceremonial, the dead 
| warriors were impressively commit, 
j}ted to the “happy hunting grounds.” 

In the natural course of things the 
layer of branches between the bones 
and the covering earth decayed, but

OVERSEAS STATESMEN. 
Ward and Forrest Are Now Much In 


the Public Eye. 


A man who knows Sir Joseph Ward, 
Premier of New Zealand, who passed 
through Toronto lately on his way to 
the Colonial Conference, says Sir Jos- 
eph is nominal leader of his party, he 
lacks the political sagacity and intel. 
| lectual distinction of a couple of his 
colleagues and advisers. 

But, however, that may be, Sir 
Joseph made his own way in the world 
and made it rapidly. He was born in 
Australia of Irish parents, settled at 
the age of three in New Zealund, 80 
that, like Gladstone, he may claim 
three nationalities. At the age of 12 
he was a telegraph messenger, and at 
14 he was earning $650 a year, From 
here he entered a store, and at 17 
entered railway work. At 21 he aban- 
doned the railway to start an export 
and general business of his own. At 
22 he was mayor of Campbelltown, 
and held the post for five years in 
| succession. At 30 he entered Parlia- 
ment, and in six years he was respons- 
| ible for the direction of the postoffice, 
where he had been a boy messenger. 
When Mr. Richard Seddon died in 
1906 his natural successor was Sir Jos- 
eph Ward. 

Sir John Forrest is in London to 
stay throughout the season. He is 
the wealthiest of Australian statesmen, 
and with Lady Forrest, who is accom- 
panying him on his present visit, en- 
tertains on a princely scale in Mel- 
bourne when the Commonwealth Par- 
liament is in session. In Western Aus- 
tralia, his native state, his influence 
is unrivalled. He was its perennial 
Prime Minister before Federation, and 
if he had not gone into the Common- 
wealth Parliament he would lorg since 
have lowered Sir John Macdonald's 


| Canadian record of eighteen years’ 
; continuous Premiership. Apart from 
| politics, Sir John Forrest’s name 


| stands high on the roll of distinguish. 
|ed Australian explorers, A_ splendid 
bushman in early manhood, he led 
three expeditions into the unknown 
interior and published their results 
and discoveries in a couple of bulky 
books. One of these expeditions pass- 
ed right over the sites of the present 
Coolgardie and Kalgoorlie goldfields 
without suspecting the hidden wealth 
underneath, which was not revealed 
till many years later.

Fisher may not possess 
the oratory of a Deacon, the personal 
charm of a Laurier, nor the strength 
of a Seddon, but he has many quali- 
ties that make for etliciency, and his 
presence at the coronation typifies the 
strength of democracy under British 
institutions.

Sir Robert Hart, the Grand Old Man

REVIVING HANDICRAFTS. 


Canadian Women Are Bringing About 
a Wonderful Work. 


A. a time when Her Majesty has gra- 
ciously permitted the Canadian Handi- 
crafts Quitd to make a presentation 
of handiwork on the occasion of the 
coronation, it may not be amiss to 
say a few words with regard to the 
work being carried on in the Dom. 
inion, and the methods adopted to 
promote the interests of crafts-work- 
ers, many of whom are not in a poai- 
tion to attain this end on their own 
account, 

To Montreal, perhaps, belongs the 
premier place in atid Asti to pre- 
vent the extinction of skill in the 
minor arts. For many years instruc- 
tion has been given and frequent ex- 
hibitions have been held in Montreal 
and elsewhere. A definite effort to 
promote handicrafts in Canada, more 
particularly in isolated districts where 


dying out, was propounded in 1900. A 
successful exhibition was held which 
aroused great interest, and a sum of 
money was raised with which to con- 

tely Can- 


ite 
, and a re- 


| tinue the good work. 


In 1902 an exhibition of 
adian handicrafts was hel 
markable display of excellent work 
was the result. This served to arouse 
an interest in the handicraft move- 
ment throughout the country. Immed- 
iately at the close of the exhibition, 
Our Handicrafts Shop was opened, 
and since that time its doors have 
been kept open to craftsmen and wo- 
men from every province in the Dom. 
inion. 

At the close of 1904 it was found 
that, owing to the rapid development 
of the movement, a new charter had 
become necessary, and in 1905 this 
was obtained, and the name of the 
Canadian Handicrafts Guild was 
adopted, The’ policy remained un- 
changed, as well as the aims of the 
society. Since 1905 almost 100 ex- 
hibitions have gone out from the 


| guild. Several of these went to Eng- 


land, one to Ireland, others all over 
Canada, the United States, and one, 
at the request of Her Excellency the 
Countess Grey, even found its way 


| to Australia, arousing there most fav- 


orable comment, and so much interest 
that similar work was started in that 
colony. 

‘s a result of the work of the guild, 
new crafts are coming to light, and 
old ones are being revived, and these 
crafts, new and old, are adding appre. 
ciably to the prosperity of many com 
munities, As an instance of this, one 
village that in 1905 scarcely ever saw 
money (dealing altogether in ‘kind’’) 
now earns $600 a year. Already work 
has been drawn from every province 
in the Dominion, a few articles havin 
come in even from the Yukon, an 
some have come from Labrador, 
through the co-operation of Dr, Gren- 
fell and teachers who are working on 
that distant coast. 

Prizes have been offered by the guild 
for weaving, luce, embroidery, leather. 
work, bookbinding, stencils, sewing, 
knitting, pottery, ete. Fron this ti 
will be seen that the scope of the 
work done is very varied,—in fact, so 
varied, that it should appeal at some 
point to every person in Canada. 

Owing to the fact that some experi. 
ence has been gained as to the best 
methods of inspiring craftsmen and 
disposing of their work, the guild is 
becoming a recognized authority in 
matters pertaining to crafts, and most 
interesting correspondence is carried 
on with sister societies in other col- 
onies, and in many parts of the United 
States, where similar work is bein, 
encouraged, Both South Africa an 
Australia are working on the same 
lines, the latter undoubtedly having 
received a great stimulus from Can- 
ada, Thus the Canadian Handicrafts 
~uild is in its way helping to inter. 
est the different colonies in each oth- 
er, and is proving that they may hel 
to develop each other in matters dit. 
fering from those of purely trade rela. 
tions. If it be true that nations are 
held together by sentiment as much 
as interest, then the friendly rela- 


tions developed by a philanthropic 
unity such as this have a value that 


is not to be despised.

A. E. Belcher, three times Mayor of 
Southampton, Ont., and recently ap- 
pointed to a position in the Depart- 
ment of the Registrar-General, at the 
Parliament Buildings, Toronto, is a 
teal lieutenant-colonel in His Majes- 
ty’s Canadian militia, although the 
Militia ‘Who's Who” doesn’t mention 
him at all.

THE DOUKHOBORS. 


Queer Russian Sect Which Has Be- 
come Canadianized. 

The Doukhobor women have been 
reclaimed from the plow. 

No longer do they sweat in the flelds 
of Canada instead of horses, Even as 
their men are ceasing to be the wild 
wanderers and fanatical spirit-wreat- 
lers they were when they appeared 
in the northwest several years ago, 30 
tus new world’s environments have 
drawn the women back from the brute 
level, to which they had been degrad. 
ed, to the home, with its cooking, its 
spinning and its weaving — old-time 
tasks, it is true, but tasks adjusted to 
their strength, 

The melting pot of this western 
world has recast even the Doukhobors. 
The colony boasts of a substautial 
schoolhouse, Doukhobor teachers were 
educated in the schools and returned 
to impart the knowledge to their fel- 
low-colonists, 

Ridiculed by Canada the Doukho.- 
bors’ pilgrimag-s in the dead of win. 
ter, through snow-covered rounds to 
meet their ‘‘Christ,’”” made them the 
laughing stock of the country. But 
those crudities are things of the past; 
they have become Canadianized in 
the true sense of the word. 

There are two colonies of Doukho- 
bors in Canada — Yorkton, containing 
7,000 members, and Rosthorn, with 
1,500. The Doukhobors now use horses, 
Formerly they believed it was unscrip- 
tural to work these animals and the 
women instead acted as beasts of bur- 
den, Lighteen of them were general- 
ly nevdeu to take the place of a team. 
The women now are engaged in the 
domesuc arts aud are magnificent em- 
broiderers, ‘4.¢ farmers are Lecoming 
prosperous and many of them have 
the latest farming machinery and the 
best of live stuck. Their objections to 
the use of animals as servants of man 
have been overcome.
